Volunteer firefighters are needed, 
and the town has kicked off another 
widespread campaign to bring in vol¬ 
unteers from every corner of Fort Erie.. 

Volunteer training and signup is han¬ 
dled by Deputy Fire Chief Keith Ger- 

German is looking for a certain kind 
of person to bring his or her skills to the 
Fort Erie service that has always been 
volunteer-based. 

"We’re looking for people who have 
time, energy and a desire,” said Ger- 

He said the life of a volunteer isn't as 
glamorous as it seems from the outside, 
but it’s still very rewarding. 

“Sometimes you have to get up at two 
in the morning for a call, and then work 
early that same day,” he said. 

“You miss some parties, you miss the 
odd family gathering because there’s a 
call and you have to go.” 

German said that the sacrifice of the 
volunteer is what keeps the service run¬ 
ning. 

“It’s exciting, it’s different. For the 
younger people it’s exciting and it gives 
them a challenge." 


Developing relationships with other 
people in the fire service is another big 
perk, according to German. 

The camaraderie between volunteers 
can be helpful in personal and business 
lives outside of the fire service. 

Down 35 people from a full roster, 
German said the service is hoping to 
get back to about 140 people after this 
recruiting session. 

“We’ve always been able to find guys. 
The town has always been good for 
that,” said German. 

“We've been very successful. We usu¬ 
ally get 10 or 12 people a year who join 
the service.” 

They receive more applications than 
are accepted. 

To apply to become a volunteer fire 
service member, German said the 
town website has an online application 
under the fire services tab, or an appli¬ 
cation can be picked up from any of the 
town fire halls and dropped off at town 
hall. 

Applications are accepted by the 
town until April 29, and the first weeks 
of May will be used for staff to review 
applications and respond accordingly.

You hate flossing but so does the bacteria 


One of my new patients 
told me one day that 
she use to hate coming 
to dentist because 
her previous dentist 
always talked about 
flossing. She told me 
she hated flossing, and 
consequently I made 
sure I talked about it too. 
So why do so many 
dentists talk about 
flossing all the time? 
Flossing helps to 
eliminate the decay 
causing bacteria 

between your teeth. In 
fact, flossing is the only 
method at this point that 
will do this effectively. 
Brushing cannot remove 
bacteria on its own. A 
Waterpik cannot do it 
alone. Your favourite 
tooth picks will not 
remove it either.

“Not wearing a seat belt 
will cost you two points on 
your driver’s licence and (a 
$240 fine),” he said. 

Schedler, a member of the 
NRP traffic enforcement unit, 
said police see a lot of people 
of all ages not wearing their 
seatbelts. 

“It doesn’t matter if you’re 
male or female. It's people 
that just get in their car. Usu¬ 
ally what I hear is ’Oh, I just 
got a coffee and got back in 
my car' but they are two or 
three kilometres from the 
coffee shop, or they say 'I 
just left home' and they’re far 
from their house,” he said. 

“People get busy, kids are 
in their car and they seem to 

Schedler tells people 
“you’ve got to wear (your 
seatbelt).” 

He noted two recent 
crashes in Niagara—one in 
St. Catharines and another in 
Fort Erie—where two people 
were ejected from their vehi- 

“If you’re ejected from a 
car, 99 per cent of the time it’s 
because you’re not wearing a 
seatbelt,” Schedler said. 

“We see a lot of people not 
wearing their seat belts. We 
go to all the serious collisions 
in Niagara and we see the 
effects of people not wearing 
their seatbelts first hand," he

Giving Back through Volunteering 

Nonprofit organizations often depend on 
financial donations to stay afloat. Donations can 
be used to fulfill a mission statement, pay staff 
or raise awareness of events sponsored by the 
organization. 

Though financial donations are how many 
people support causes near and dear to 
their hearts, such gifts are not affordable for 
everyone.

CAA Niagara spokesman Rick 
Mauro said the auto agency has 
already gotten word that there 
is an 80-per-cent decline in pot¬ 
hole repair requests this year in 
Niagara.
